Sound money Demecrats started the fight 
in Cook County against free silver at a meet- 
ing held in the Great Northern Hotel yester- 
dayafternoon. There werea score.of repre- 
sentative members of the party at the meet- 
ing. They appointed a committee to formu. 
jatea plan of campaign. The meeting was 
calted by invitations sent out Tuesday even- 
ing over the signatures of Washington Hes- 
ing, W. T. Baker, and Henry W. Robbins. 

_ These were addressed to twenty-five of the 
most prominent Democrats in the city who 
were known to be opposed to free silver. 

The invitations said the purpose of the 
meeting was to consider taking action toward 
placing the question of honest money before 
the Democrats of Cook County. Among 
those present were:

Democratic Honest Money League. 


Henry W. Robbins was made Chairmen of 
the meeting. It was decided to form an or- 
ganization to be known as the Democratic 

- Honest Money League. ‘The purpose will be 
_to combat the free silver idea. A committee 
was appointed, consisting of W. T. Baker, 
Adlai T. Ewing. J.-W. Richards; John Mayo 
Palmer, and A. F. Seeberger, charged with 
thé duty of preparing a list of names for offi- 
cers of the league, fixing the plan of organiza- 
tion, and arranging the plan of campaign. 

The committee will submit a report on the 
advisability of makinga fight at the primaries 
for delegates to the convention. Thecommit- 
tee will also submit a recommendation as to 
whether it is advisable to send a letter to the 
Democratic Central committee asking that 
the question of sound money be properly pre- 
sented.at the primaries for the consideration 
ofthe voters. It was recommended that this 
letter say that a majority ot Democrats favor 
honest money and, as no questions uf a_per- 
sonai character will be raised, there should 
be no objection on the part of the committee 
to putting the question at the primaries.

PALMER AND GOODRICH MAEE REPLY: 


Sharp Response and Criticism of. Secretary 
Hinrichsen's Position. 
i ‘Springfield, Ili., April 17.—[Special.]—The 
Democrats are at sixes and sevens. Gov. 
Altgeld takes a shot at the United States su- 
preme Court on the income tax question. 
Senator Palmer is out in another interview 
in which he pays his respects tu the Chairman 
of the Vemocratic State Central committee, 
Mr. Hinrichsen. Adams A. Goodrich, a mem- 
ber of the Democratic State Central commit- 
tee, talks sharply in criticism of Chairman 
Hinrichsen’s position on the money question. 

The silverites \among the Democrats seem 
to think that Col. Morrison’s antipathy to the 
President will bring him into their camp in 
the.J une convention. A number of the old- 
time Democrats, recognizing the bitterness 
between Mr. Cleveland and Mr. Morrison, 
declare unhesitatingly William R. Morrison is 
and always has.been a hard money man and 
that he will not be swerved from his position, 
nor will he bedriven to the silver craze, no 
matter what his fee:ings toward the President 
may be on the one hand or the demands of 
the State Central committee on the other. 
Taken all in all, the bréthren are in anything 
but good humor, and their gathering of June 
will be worth going miles to see. 

Senator Palmer said today: 

** T have charged and do chargs that the call 
for a State convention, of which Mr. Hinrich- 
sen adinits himself to be the author, is treach- 
erous and disloyal to the Democratic organ- 
ization and Democratic principles, and I pro- 
pose to prove it by his own admissions.

**Second—The Democratic State Central 
committee consists of thirty-one members, 
and each of them when the call for the mieet- 
ing reached him hada right to conclude that 
the important matters to be considered were 
of a mere executive routine character. The 
result was only thirteen members of the com- 
mittee appeared in persen, nine by proxy, 
and nine others paid no attention to the call, 


No One Expected Silver to Come Up. 


“Third—He says ‘the newspapers an- 

nounced this meeting nearly a week in ad- 
vance, and it was generally discussed by Dem- 
ocrats in’ Springfield.’ I have made some 
inguiriea among the Democrats of 
Springfield, and I have not found 
one who eays he .knew or expected 
the committee would call a convention to 
commit the Democratic party on the silver 
question. Undoubtedly Mr. Jlinrichsen had 
formed his own plans in advance and did not 
advertise them. He concealed them until,as he 
says. the day before the convention. He says: 
‘I gave out to the press a day previous to the 
méeting that I intended to lay before the 
committee a proposition to call a conven- 
tion to consider. the money ques- 
tion, and it was noticed in the 
papers, This is an admission that before 
the Chairman directed the Secretary to calla 
meeting of the committee he had determined 
to use the committee as an agency tocalla 
convention to commit the great party he as- 
sumed to represent to the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver, and he concealed that pur. 
pose from the committee and the Democratic 
party of the State until the day previous to 
the ineeting of the com mittee. 
_ Mr. Hinrichsen says: ‘Previous’ to 
calling the,meeting of the committee I con- 
sulted a majority of the members as to the 
advisability of calling a State convention, 
and they agreed that it was the proper thing 
todo.’ Mr. Hinrichsen ought to give the 
names of the members of the committee 
whom he consulted, and he ought to account 
for the care with which he and the members 
consulted by him kept their secret. Mr, Hin- 
richsen knew when he initisted the State con- 
vention in June the season of the year is a 
busy one. Idie men and enthusiasts for the 
free and unlimited coinage of silver will in- 
terest themselves in the convention; busy 
men will pay little attention to it.’’ 

Judge Goodrich, speaking in regard to the 
interview of Hinrichsen, said: 

“TI have protested and still do protest that 
the calling of. this. State convention by. the 
State’ Central committee was a snap call. 
The object of the committee’s meeting was 
not known to a considerable portion of it. 
The calling of such a convention at this time, 
so far ahead of the national convention, is 
something never before done in this State, 
and there should have been the fullest pub- 
licity given as to the purposes and objects of 
f the committee. Common 
honesty as well as a small amountof political 
sense would ha ve dictated this course. As 
Mr. Hinrichsen probably has a small amount 
of both, his actaon in this matter can only be 
accounted foron the theory that he did not 
wish to make public his plan in this particu- 
lar.

But Mr. Leien- 
decker was represented by an official state- 
ment which, although unsigned and in other 
respects valueless, shows he is indebted to the 
town in the sum of $24,606, to offset which 
he says he has cash and ‘*‘ vouchersin course 
of settlement.’’ He wired to his successor, Su- 
per visor Sherlock.yesterday saying if the latter 
would come to Paisley and give him a re- 
ceipt in fuil he would turn over the ‘cash 
and vouchers.”’ »On the advice of.ex-Senator 
Gibbs, his attorney, Mr. Sherlock will de- 
cline the invitation. 

Jacobs Starts the Sensations, 


The meeting opened with only four of the 
Justices present—Wallace, Everett, Glennon, 
and White—the new town officers 
making vp a quorum. Justice Prindi- 
ville came in a few moments before 
adjournment, and, not having heard the dis- 
cussion, refrained from voting. The first 
business was the turning overof the town 
books by ex-Clerk Jacobs, and the formal but 
futile demand by Wright, the new Clerk, for 
Leiendecker’s bond. Jacobs’ refusal to sur- 
render the paper brought Attorney Gibbs to 
his feet with a jump, and he said: 

‘*The present proceedings against Leien- 
decker are u farce, There can be no success- 
ful prosecution until there has been a breach 
of the bond, and this cannot be es- 
tablished until Leiendecker’s successor 
has made a demand for the funds, and 
some discrepancy is discovered. Under the 
circumstances I think it my duty to give 
notice that inside of ten days I shail ask to 
have the action dismissed.’’ 

Mr. Jacobs was surprised, but he did not 
weaken. He merely kept quiet and stood 
pat. 

Then Mr. Thomas, the new Assessor, pre- 
sented his first list of appointments of Dep- 
uty.

This list was voted on and indorsed and 
Mr. Thomas began to feel happy, but it was 
only fora moment. Justice Everett said it 
might as well be understood that in future 
South Town offices must be couducted in ac- 
cordance with the law, and he handed to the 
Clerk a set of rules which he had taken from 
the statutes. 

“TI suppose,’ said Thomas, “that I will 
have the right to add to my list of employés 
as occasion requires?”’ 

Rules Which Change All Conditions, 


Justice Everett thought not. The rules 
which he had the Clerk read provide that no 
accounts shall be paid until they have first 
been audited by the board; that all accounts 
must be verified by affidavits; that the Super- 
visor must make a yearly financial report 
under oath, and this report must be verified 
by a certificate from the Justices; that the 
compensation of the Assessor shall be $5 a 
day; and that no deputies shall be appuinted 
until a list has been submitted to the Town 
Board giving the name and address of 
each applicant, with a_ certificate of 
good character ; that no person 
shall be set to work until the board has in- 
dorsed the selection, and that the board has 
the right at any subsequent time to cancel the 
appointment, in which event no voucher for 
the puy of the rejected deputy shall be audit- 
ed; that the Assessor and all his deputies 
must show under oath the actual time 
they have worked; that no man shall be paid 
more than $5 a day, each working day to 
consist of six and a haif hours, and thata 


‘time book must be kept by the chief clerk; 


that the Supervisorshall not be paid more than

VERDICT AGAINST EDITOR WCLURE. 


He Charges the Judge with Unfair Treat- 
ment and Bribery of Witnesses. 

Philadelphia, Pa., April 17.—A sensation 
was created in the Common Pleas Court to- 
day when Col. A. K. McClure, editor of the 
Times, arose, and, addressing Judge Gordon, 
charged that he was not being treated fairly 
by the court and also that his witnesses were 
being bribed. He requested his counsel to 
withdraw from the case. Judge Gordon said 
the court was not showing any favors, and di- 
rected the case to proceed. The cause of the 
trouble is a suit for libel brought by ex- Mayor 
William B. Smitfagainst the Times. The al- 
leged libels consisted in two published arti- 
cles in which it was charged that Mr. Smith 
owed large sums of money, had given bogus 
checks, and fled from the city. The jury re- 
turned a verdict of $45,000 in favor of Mr. 
Smith after being out ten minutes,

Mr. Thompson’s explanation 
was that he answered an advertisement in an 
Eastern paper similar to those which appeared 
here, and bought $225 of the counterfeits at 
a liberal discount. He aiso said he had used 
all of the spurious utterances before he dias- 
covered their fraudulent character. 

When a reporter for THe Trisune called 
ehortly before midnight at-Mr. Jones’ home, 
No. 8 Cari street, Mrs. Jones and her father 
asserted hysterically that as far as they knew 
Jones had had no conneetion with the gang 
of counterfeiters.

Mr. Thompson Not to Be Found, 

An effort was made to find Mr. Thompson 
last night, but it was unsuccessful. His office 
at No. 69 Dearborn street was jocked up, and 
an occupant of the building said he had not 
seen him during the day. He lives at No, 
4945 Dearborn street. At1:30 o’clock this 
motning his mother said he -was not at 
home, and she could not imagine 
what detain¢éd him down-town. She said 
he left’ for business at the usual hour in the 
morning and she bad not beard from him 
during the entire day. She also said that Mr. 
Thompson, to her certain knowledge, had not 
been out of the city recently. with the excep- 
tion of a little trip to Kansas City. 

It seems the stamp collectors of America 
spotted the swindle several months before 
Uncle Sam’s detectives. They laid the pe- 
culiar appearance of the counterfeits to 
some bungling hands in the yovernment’s 
new printing department. The philatelic 
press took the matter up, and sév- 
eral of the stamp magazines got into a 
spirited row over the exact difference 
between the “rarities ’""—as they call the 
counterfeits—and the genuine. The idea that 
they were not actually printed by Uncle Sam 
never entered their head. The price of these 
‘* rarities ’’ had not been officialiy set at the 
time of the discovery of the counterfeiting, 
but it is a somewhat ludicrous fact that specu- 
lators were offering as high as $2 and $3 for 
the freaks.

OFFICIAL REPORT ON PRICES OF BEEF. 


Dr. Salmon Says Slaughtering Firms Are 
Charging Too Much for Meat. 
Washington, D. C., April 17.—Dr. Salmon, 
chief of, the Bureau of Animal Industry, 
has presented to Secretary: Morton a brief 
Statement as to the prices in the Chicago 
market of dressed beef and shipping steers 
since Jan. 1, 1805. This statement shows the 
extremes of prices for this class of cattle 
to have been, for January, $4 to $5.25; for 
February, $4.10 to $5.50; for March, $4.60.to 
$6.20; for April, first half, $4.75 to $6. Com- 
menting on these figures Dr. Salmon Says: 

‘* These prices show that cattle on foot are 
approaching paying figures for growers and 
feeders. But they do not warrant any such 
sensational rise in the price of dressed beef. 
to butchers by the great slaughtering es- 
tablishments nor an advance such as has 
been reported on the part of the retail deal- 
ers in meat to consumers. A normal rise 
in the wholesale price of dressed beef and 
in the retail prices should be only in propor- 
tion to the rise indicated for beef on foot.”’ 

An inspector from Kansas City has been 
ordered to go immediately to Eagle Pass, 
Tex., to rigidly inspect the cattle now com- 
ing into the United States at that point.

WILL AUGMENT THE PENSION LIST. 


Ruling Favorable to Minors That Will 
Cause Large Expenditures, 

Washington, D. C., April 17.—A decision 
the Secretary of the 
Iuterior involving the right to pension on 
claims filed by persons after attaining their 
16th year for or on account of whom no 
claim hatl been made during the period of 
their pensionable minority as children of a 
soldier who had died from causes originating 
in the service and line of duty. This de- 
cision isof the greatest importance, involvy- 
ing a great number of pending or rejected 
claims, and is based on a construction given 
to the proviso in the limitation act of March 
3. 1879. The Secretary holds the clause 
‘children under 16 yeara of age,’’ is de- 
scriptive of a class of claims, the title to 
which accrues to the claimant by reason of 
being under the age of 16 at the death of the 
father, from causes originating in the service 
and line of duty; and the claims of that class 
are excented ‘from the limitation act of 
March 3, 1879, and are not forfeited by 
negiect to file the application.during the 
period of pensionable minority. 


ARGUMENTS ON IOWA LAND CASES. 


Settlers and Railways Interested in a Suit 
Before the Supreme Court, 
Washington, D. C., April: 17.—The United 
States Supreme Court was engaged today in 
hearing arguments in three cases to which 
various settlers in Iowa on the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul and thé Sioux City and 
St. Paul railroad companies’ lines are parties. 
The cases involve the ownership of about 
22.000 acres of land along the lines of these 
roads, which the Sioux City company claims 
was granted toit by the gavernment of the 
United States in 1864. Itis claimed on the
